Examiner's Amendment

• In claim 4, line 2, "commercial" has been changed to -advertisement— 

• Claims 11-13, 16, and 49-50 have been canceled. 

• In the abstract, line 18, "discretion" has been changed to "discretion." 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-4, and 6-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to independent claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to show or reasonably 
suggest the claimed invention taken as a whole with respect to changing from a first commercial 
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to a second program, wherein the first commercial and second program are displayed on 
substantially all of the screen, and simultaneously displaying an advertisement relating to the 
first commercial with the second program on the screen, wherein the advertisement is different 
from the first commercial. 

The closest prior art found (Johnson, US Patent # 4918531), discloses changing from a 
first commercial to a second program, wherein the first commercial and second program are 
displayed on substantially all of the screen, and simultaneously displaying an advertisement 
relating to the first commercial with the second program on the screen (fig. 5 and column 4, line 
54 - column 5, line 15), however fails to disclose wherein the advertisement is different from the 
first commercial; the advertisement displayed by Johnson is the same commercial as first 
commercial and is displayed in a pix-in-pix screen.
